Aware of the hardship and expense to fte parties, 
counsel, and witnesses caused by the delays which are beyond the control of the Court, this notice is to 
advise you of your right to a trial of your case by a United States Magistrate Judge. By statute, 28 U.S.C. 
§ 636(o), Fed.R.Civ.P.73 and Local Rule 502, the parties, by consent can try their case by means of a 
jraytrial or bench trial before a United States Magistaate Judge. Appeals Irom judgments and final orders 
are taken directly to the United States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Oicuit, in the same 
marmer as an appeal irom a judgment of a District Judge in a civil case. 

WHAT IS THE PROCEDURE? 

One of the matters you are required to discuss at the meet-and-confer conference mandated by Local Rule 
206 is wheflier the case should be assigned to a United States Magistrate Judge for all purposes, including 

All parties must consent before the case is assigned to a Magistrate Judge for trial. You may consent at 
any time prior to trial. If you expressly dechne to consent or simply tail to consent early in the case, you 
are not foreclosed from consenting later in the case. However, a prompt election to proceed before a 
Magisfrate Judge is encouraged because it wiH facilitate a more orderly scheduling of the case. 

Attached is a copy of the "Consent to Proceed Before a United States Magistrate Judge for All looses" 
form. Your response should be made to the Clerk of the United States District Court only.

Submit in paper, the original and copy of the complaint/notice of removal/petitions for 
habeas corpus and any accompanying papers. Additionally, litigants are hereby required 
to provide those filings in PDF Format on a floppy disk or CD-Rom compact disk. The 
disk should be clearly labeled with the case number (if known) and the name of the 
paities. If xmable to deliver the filing on a disk at the time of the new case filing, 
counsel should e-mail the initiating document and accompanying papers to 
dcd_cmecf@dcd.uscourts.gov by the close of business the day the new case was filed. 
Failure to supply electronic copies of the new case in a timely manner, will result in the 
attorney's name being added to the attorney non-compliant list and shared with the 
Court's ECF Judge's Conmiittee. Regardless of what option, counsel chooses the 
complaint/notice of removal and accompanying papers must come to the Court as PDF 
documents. Each exhibit to the new case shall be in a separate PDF file. Failure to 
submit PDF versions of the complaint/notice of removal and other documents will delay 
the opening of the case in ECF.
